2. This Ordinance shall be read and oon- 
etroed together with The Public Health Or- 
dinance, 1887, (ag amended by any, subse- 
quent Ordinances now in force), hereinafter 
Yoferred to as the principal Ordinance, 

3, Sections. 4, 7 and 11 of tho prinoipal 
Ordinance are hereby repeated. ere 


4, In lieu of section 4 of the principal 
Ordivancs, the words following are heroby 
aubstituted :— : 


Tho Board shall oonsist of three official 
members, viz., tho Direator of Publio 
Worke, the Captain Superintendent of 
Potiay and the Colonial Surgeon, and of 
two unofficial members to ba eleated by 
such rate-payers as are ingluded in the 
speoial and common jury lists and also 
by auch ‘ratepayora os, are exempted 
from’ sorving on juries on account of 
their professional avocations or as mani- 
bers of Council, Non-official members 
shall hold offtce for throo years, but are 
cligible for re-election. Tha Board, as 
thus constituted, shall bave all the 
powers, privileges and duties of the 
Banitary Board os ‘constituted hersto-

Objects and Reasons. 


In paragraph 217 of their Report the 
Retronchment Committee commented as 
follows on the system of Sanitary Admini- 
stration in the Colony -— : 

“We would onil the attention of the 
Government to this important Depart. 
meat (i.¢., tho Sanitary. Dopartmont) 
with a view to the early consideration 
whether the whole sanitary syatem of 
the Colony should not be placed ona 
different basia and all the aunitary ar-~ 
rangements and powers placed in the 
hands of one thoroughly competent 
officer who should be personally reepon- 
aible to Government for all matters con. 
neoted with the health af the Colony and 
for the oarrying out of all savitary laws 
and regulations,” 

The abovo remarks wore based upon the 
experiences gained in the Plaguo Epidomio 
of 1894, ate é 

The Goveroment fully realized the im. 
portance of effooting o roform in tho Sanitary 
Administration of the Colony, and, in bia 
oponing address to the Legislative Council 
on tho 28th of November, 1994, His Ex. 
collenoy the Governor publicly oxprested his 
concurrence in the views of the Retrenoh» 
mont Committed * on the subject, and 
announced the intention of the Government 
to take action ia that direotion, 

A few days previously the UWnofflcial 
Meémbera of Cvunoll bad been oonsulied by 
the Governtwent aud had recorded their 
opiniona in writing, and copies of those 
opioiona wore duly forwarded to tho 
Seoretary of Stato for tho Colonies for bis 
consideration togather with a Draft Bill for

| MILK AS A VEHICLE OF DISRASE. , 


Dr Thorne, principal medical officer to - 
tho Local Government Boad, lectured ‘at 
the National Health Society's room on the 
subject of the transmission of Infcatious 
diseases through mith, In the cae of 
typhold fever communicated through milk, 
experiunce pointed, he sald, to tho actu: 
contamination of the milk aftor it left the 
cow elthor through water ‘or with the 
eperitic infeotion derived: from an attack io 
man. - With regard to scarlot faver, lt wae 
clear that infection by human gency was . 
by no mouns necessary, but that the mill 
in these cases munt often have possessed ity 
pawor of communicating soarlet fover at 
tho time it left the cow, It was found, in» 
deed, that the cow did suffer from diseasa 
having some definite relationa to. buman 
scarlpt fever, and that thia was a disease 
communicable from cow to cow, and by the 
agency of cow's milk to othor animals, 
Diphtheria was next dealt with as another 
diseaao ‘which was not only commpnicated 
to man aa the result of infeotion reaching 
milk, but also-as tho reault of a definite 
disease in tho cow, which ‘gavo a apocifio 
quality to the milk, Suol milk also pro- 

ucod in tho caso of the eat a definite ‘cat 
diphtheria.” Foot-and-mouth disoaro was 
another infection .whlch was conveyed to 
man through milk, The most rocent con= 
tributions to the subject were eoncormned 
with tuborculosie, Tho turberculosia of 
man and of the bovine race had been shown 
to bo one and the same disease. The power 
of milch cows, aufforing from the disease to 
transmit it to other animals whioh were fed 
on their uncooked milk had been domon- 
strated to conviction, and the only question 
that remainod waa to dotormine the extent 
und character of tho cow diseas, which 
made fhamilk dangerous for humed' con« 
sumption. “There was a certainty of avoids 
ing danger when no milk was ‘used excopt 
that which had beon boiled or otherwise 
cooked. Boiled cows’ milk might not bein - 
alt respects 80. nourishing for infants as 
uncooked milk, but having regard to the 
heavy mortality from tuberculosis amongst 
infanta and children in this country, the 
lecturer held that any such disadvantage 
was moro than compensated for by the 
olimination of s constant source of that fatal 
disoaae. :

THE HERMITE PROCESS OF - 
SANITATION. 


There seems to ba no department of 
science which is not likely before long to be, 
revolutionized by the application of cloctri- 
city to certain of its mothods. That eleo- 
tricity should provo useful from a ssnitary 


ayo, never suspected. Yet the lastest de- 
velopment of activity is its application to- 
wards the sterilization of aewaga, called the 
Hermite process. This process claims to 
obtaip by the electrolysia of sea wator a dia- 
infeotant and deodorizer far more efficiont 
and loss costly than any otber known sub- 
stance—in fact, at so low a coat that it may 
be applied tu the cleansing and disinfecting 
of tho sowors cf a town, A brief account 
of what has already been donc in thia direc. 
tion is given iu the January number of tho 
Journal of the Sanitary Institute- The town 
of Ipswich, following the lea@ given by 
Worthing, has adopted tho system very 
successfully at a coat of 14d. .por head of the 
population per annum. We bolisve a sirai- |- 
lar procosa, called in Amorica the Electro-

- ‘The apparatus used in tho Hermite-pro- 
cess for electrolysing soa water is ons A 
cinjly designed and perfected at great, coat 
and after Jengthoned trials. It consists of 
a galvanized-iron tank in which aro 
platinum and zinc electrodes of very con- 
aidorable superficial area, Tho platinum 
olectrodes aro constructed of platinum 
wiro gauze; the zino clectrodes are disca of 
pure zinc, a series of which are’ threaded 
upon two spindles, with room between 
them for the platinum electrodes to be in- 
sorted. Tho zine clectrodes, boing attachod 
to o spindle, revolve, and “have” scrapers 
acting on them for the purpose of removing 
the deposit of magnesium oxide which 
coats their surface during the olectrolysia. 
The normal size of these slectrolysoro is 
such that a current of 1,000 or 1,200 am- 
peres may bs employed, and the electro- 
motive force, which, of courso, varies 
slightly according to the density of the 
solution, may be taken spproximately at 
aix volts. Ono filling. tho tank with sea 
water, and passing the current through 
tho electrolysor, the electrolysis of the soa 
water la brought about.’
